Wituiam S. & Atrrep Martien have got out “ The Crucifixion of Christ,” 
by Daniel H. Hill, late brevet major in the U.S. A. “The author of the 
following work places the Evangelists on the stand, as before a civil court, 
and subjects them to the most rigid serutiny ; and he demonstrates that they 
exhibit such and so many evidences of sincerity and truthfulness, that in any 
court of justice their testimony would be admitted. The book is the more 
interesting, as coming from the pen of an educated layman. The discussion 





| of such subje ts has been mainly left to ministers of the Gospel; and they 


have ably aud conclusively demonstrated the truth of Christianity. - But we 
read, with peculiar interest, the views and arguments of men who, though 
Christians, have been chiefly engaged in secular callings; who have mingled, 
more than ministers have, with men of all classes, and have thus become 
more familiar with their objections and cavils.” 


Joun M. Coorer & Co, Savannah, have issued “ Digest of the Decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Georgia, from vol. X. to XX. inclusive, with notes re- 
ferring to parallel, affirmatory and overruled cases, and table of cases cited, 
and cases affirmed, overruled and doubted; also, an Appendix containing 
Rules of Court and forms for carrying cases to Supreme Court,” compiled by 
Hon. John M. Millen, Judge of the City Court of Savannah. In a notice of 
this work by a Jurist, it is stated that : ‘Great labor has been bestowed on 
the book—one much needed by the profession—and the result is a Digest of 

teports of our Supreme Court, faithfully executed, and printed and bound 
in a highly creditable style, making it hard to say whether the compiler or 
publishers be entitled to the highest praise in their respective departments. 
Besides, the general plan of Cobb's Index to the fir-t ten volumes, this com- 
pilation is enriched by valuable notes placed at the bottom of the page, re- 
terring to parallel cases, which may be seen at a glance; and these references 
extend to previous decisions of the Supreme Court of Georgia, the Reports of 
the older and younger Charlton, Dudley, and Georgia Decisions, as well as to 
prior and subsequent pages, titles and divisions of the compilation itself, 
thus saving much labor in finding what the decided law is. Besides collat- 
ing ten volumes of later Reports than are embraced in Cobb's Index, this 
work has great advantages, to wit, carefully prepared tables of all cases de- 
cided in the twenty volumes, and the other reports noticed, and of cases 
cited, affirmed, overruled, doubted, ete. The Rules of the Superior and the 
Supreme Courts, so necessary to the practice in these courts, are correctly 
arranged in the appeadix, and form, with precedents carefully compiled for 
earrving cases to the Supreme Court, an addition of much value to the 
practising lawyer.” The volume is got up in uniform style with the Georgia 
Reports. 


Crark, Austix & Sara have got out “ Essays, Lectures, ete., upon Select
